W ashington,

4.—President 
Wilson signed the eight-hour bill pass­ 
ed by congress to avert the threaten­ 
ed strike of railroad employes. 
He affixed his signature to the m eas­ 
ure while seated in his private car at 
tho Union Station in W ashington. 
The order to take from their posts 
400,000 men of the railroad brother­ 
hoods and paralyzing the traffic rtf the 
country, which was to have goine into 
effect at seven o’clock tills morning, 
was rescinded following the passage 
bv congress of the bill providing that 
eight hours shall be a day's work tot 
the 4o0,000 members of the four great 
labor brotherhoods. 
The presidents of the brotherhoods 
withdrew 
the 
strike 
order without 
waiting for President Wilson to put 
ills signature to the bill and thus make 
it a law. 
W hen Mr. Wilson was told of the 
passing of th** bill by the senate, h° 
said: 
“ It is the climax of a very 
happy day." 
He had Just been formally notified 
of his renomination to the presidency 
and had heard the cheers and receiv­ 
ed the congratulations of hundreds of 
distinguished men of the Democratic 
party, not only on th** nom inate n but 
also on the success of his long anil 
arduous effort to avert a strike which 
would have meant disaster to business 
and would have caused widespread auf 
firing. 
A t the same time presidents of the 
railroad systems of the country war** 
denouncing the eight-hour m easure a y 
“a shameful tiling" and predicting that 
the United States supreme court would 
speedily declare It 
unconstitutional. 
It is expected a suit attacking the 
law will be filled within a fe w days. 
The s e n a t e passed the hill bv a vote 
of 42 to 28, after the measure hail 
been bitterly denounced by loaders on 
both the Republican and Democratic 
sides, man.' of whom said they were 
"in a corner" and voted for the meas 
ure because they could not help them ­ 
selves. 
The passing of the bill through both 
houses wa-; like a well rehearsed play. 
The proceedings moved as lf by ma­ 
chinery.
